Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: All of the arguments from the final rejection of 
3/5/07 are repeated. Applicant argues that Hughen discloses a single ply, while this may or maynot be the case, applicant's claim 1 
recites either a single or multi-layer. Applicant argues that the term "rigid" is a well known term and requires a PVC incorporating less 
than 12% plasticizer. However, a PVC incorporating less than 12% plasticizer is not recited in the claims. Furthermore, applicant has 
provided no references showing that the term "rigid PCV" Is well known and means a PVC incorporating less than 12% PVC. 
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
